THE CROSSING DISPUTE. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, October 23.—Speaking 
of the crossing dispute now in court, Attorney- 
General Martin said toa reporter that it was 
thoroughly understood between bimseif and 
the Premier and Sir John Macdonald last win - 
ter, that the road would be bullt and not the 
slightest hint was given any opposition would 
beottered. He said: ‘‘I do not know what 
the opinion of the public generally is, bat my 
ideas are clear and 1 think we must, if de- 
feated in the courts, appeal to the foot of the 
throne and point out to the dome au- 
thorities that we cannot longer sub- 
mit to the home power so central- 
ized at Ottawa; that the summoning 
of our Legisiatare is the verliest farce. This 
centralizing policy of the Dominion Govern- 
ment can only have one result so far as Mani- 
toba is concerned. We mustask the Queen 
in council to give us such legislation as will 
enable us to become a crown colony inde- 
pendent Of the arbitrary power at Ottawa. 
We would then have power to make our own 
tariffs and would, ina few years, become the 
strong and powerful country our natural ad- 
vantages should long ago have made us. 

It is understood that if the courts decide 
against the Province, the Legislature will be 
promptly summoned to dissolve the injunc- 
tion, and, if necessary, the courts, too, as it 
has power to do. 

THE FISHERIES MATTER. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, October 23.—Commander 
Gordon, in charge of the fishery protective 
service, is here to report on the season’s work. 
That the Dominion authorities have acceded 
to the request made early in the spring by the 
British Government that every leniency 
should be shown Awerican fishermen in order 
to avoid any conflict with the United States, is 
borne out by the fact that not one seizure of 
an American fishing vessel has been made 
this year. Commander Gordon says that in no 
instance did an American vessel attempt to 
violate the laws, which may be partially ac- 
eounted for by the fact that they were per- 
mitted to goon shore to communicate with 
their homes whenever they wished, while 
those who were so disposed could take out a 
license, which gave them all the privileges 
they desired. He says the modified resoiu- 
tions have done much to remove all cause of 
irritation. —

This isan increase of $19 000,000 in ten years 
of peace, though the annual interest ac- 
count has diminished in that time 93, 000, 
000. 
In 1600, with a population of 31,000,000, the 
total expenses of the Government were $66, - 
000,000, or about $2 per head. 

Now, with a population only deuble that of 
1600, the expenses are §421,000,000, or over 
$6.70 per head. The population has increased 
100 per cent since the year before the war. The 
expenses bave increased over 500 per cent. 

The ratio will increase as long as there isa 
eurpius to spend. The surplus must de 
stopped.

New Yoru, October 23.—A morning paper 
publishes the following correspondence from 
Havana, under date of October 13: 

Murder is in fashion here. Closely follow- 
ing the crime of Lazaro street, where the 
clerk of a small shop was found horribly 
mangled with twenty · tour wounds ia his 
body, comes another revolting murder, of 
which the telegraph has already briefly m- 
formed you. Senor Domingo Sanudo and his 
wife, Miesela Reboio, had ifved for many 
years in a substantial but unpretentious house 
at 19 Inguisidor street.

McGinley aud his wife 
bad gone home in a carriage and it stopped in 
front of the house. Nicholson passed by and 
walked on down. the street in the direction 
of his home. MoGiniey started after 
him and caught him in front of the saloon, 
on the corner of Eighteenth street and Wash- 
ington avenge, and accused Nicholson of in- 
suiting his wife. Nicholson denied that he 
had done such a thing, and replied that he 
had not seen MoGinley’s wife at all, but 2 
Ginley would accept no dental, and after 
very few words he struck Nicholson and fol.
